encountered while attempting to
cross into Gold Beach and Wedder-
burn yesterday. All on board both
boats were saved. Hume went on
board here, but got off at Port Or
ford. Wires to Curry county are
down and only meager details are
obtainable, The Rogue River bar at
Gold Beach is dangerous during
southwest storms like the one en-
‘countered. The loss of the Enter
prise is thought due to her engines
breaking down, The wvessels were
almost destroyed a week ago near
Coos Bay from a similar cause, The
